Proposal by a group of atter 
neys that a second justice court 
be created in fhe San Bervardine 
township yesterday struck two 
obstacles, either of which is fatal 

The first obstacle is a. secti 
in the county ehafter” provi 
that there “shall be but ‘6né jus- 
tice of the peace court to a town- 
ship-” the second is that there is 
a unanimous sentiment amon, the 
supervisors that the proposed seéc- 
ond department of the court is un- 
necessary. 

Supervisors Oppose Proposal 

The issue came before the board 
informally at yesterday's ccufer- 
| ence. 2 
i “I am not in favor of such a 
proposal,” said Chairman c. .£. 
Grier. “I think that the movement 
| is also poorly timed.” 

Supervisor James Russell, whose 
district comprises. most of the 
San Bernardino township, is also 
epposed to the movement, sup- 
‘ported by a petition which was cir- 
culated last week. : 

“I believe that the proposal is 
unfair. 
ple elected Mr. Holbrook and if 
there is any question as to his 
competency to handle the office, 
he should first be given an,p- 
portunity. I do not believe, also, 
that a small group should advo- 
eate an issue that affects the 
electorate of the township.” 

“T am against it,” was the state- 
ment of Supervisor M. P. Cheney. 
Assert Election Not Invalid 

The petition, which was signed 
by a score or more persons, most 
of whom are attorneys, asked the 
creation of the court to relieve 
congestion of the justice court 
calendars, explaining there 
too many cases, both civil and 
criminal in the township, for one 
court. Signers of the petition 
deny the outcome of the election 
at which Mr. Holbrook was elected 
is involved in the movement.

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Malthus Was Right - 


A eertain man uamed Malthus, says an 
editoral writer in Industrial and Engineering 
Chemistry (New York), earned a place in his- 
tory for himself by predicting the early star- 
vation of the race because he believed its abil- 
ity to reproduce to be greater than its capac- 
ity to produce sufficient food supplies. It has 
been pointed out that Malthus was wrong, for 
the race has outlived his propheey. But, after 
ali, says this. writer, Malthus was right; and 
while the fulfillment ef bis prophecy has been 
postponed, there is nothing to prove the fallacy 
of his arguments nor the errors ef his con- 
clusions. We read : 

The difference is that Malthus could not 
foresee the wonderful achievements of science, 
in which chemistry has had a major part, in 
so ordering the forces of natare and in so util- 
izing the materials she provides as to bring 
about since his time a totally different order 
of things. The application of the little that is 


known of the physiolegieal salt requirements 
of plants, the prelimimary victories Wen over 
insects and fungi, the knowledge and practice 
of food preservation, and the undreamed pro- 
gress in world commumieation and transporta-

ITH the holiday season in 

prospect it is imperative 

that one’s wardrobe be 

completed, in so far as one 
can, these days of change, com- 
plete this necessary thing. We will 
soon be plunged into the maelstrom 
of Christmas shopping and holiday

It is a mode to love, yet a mode 
to be respected because of its pow- 
ers to make or mar. It id a thing 
of feminine frills and fripperies, 
things masculine have no part in 
it, and there are tendenctes——to be 
svotded—-that result In bizarre ef- 
fects. Take luxurious fabrics, rich 
colors, exotic trimmings and com- 
plicated lines, and in putting them 
together there is every opportunity 
for failure, just as there is every op- 
portunity for success, It is a subtle, 
sophisticated, intricate. mode, re- 
quiring study, 

A resume of its characteristics 
and its fundamentals is opportune. 
There will be changes, for fashion 
!s synonymous with change, but 
these changes will not effect the 
fundamentals of fabric, color and 
Une, for they will add to, not de- 
tract from. Lavishness will not be 
lacking, and eccentricity will have 
@ part, both may be enemies. to 
good grooming, if one is not prop- 
erly careful in respect to them. 
From the scphisticated simplicity 
of sports and tailored things to the 
evening frock that attends Grand 
Opera there wil) be a succession of 
interesting things. 


Fabric And Color Are Important 


We have already made note of 
the popular materials in our walks 
along the avenues of fashion. We 
know that moire and crepe silk 
and Georgette and satin and vel- 
vet are important in the fabrica- 
tlon of the mode. There is a vogue 
for velvet, unprecedented in many 
years, and thepe is little possibility 
that it will have sven a worthy 
rival, We may add to the List of 
fabrics, but it is not likely that we 
shall take from it. 

With the coming of ‘winter we 
may lose some of the shades that 
are usually associated with autumn, 
but we shall retain the colors 
themselves. Rich color always 
goes with beautiful textures, for 
the one ig an aid to the other. The 
wine reds, the new blues, the rich 

pecially the shade known 
as “hunter’s” gresn, ‘and certain 
tones of. brown and purple will 
continue daytime shades. And the 
nasturtium and wallflower varia- 
tions, the pastels and ‘black will 
appear in the evening. 

‘At the present writing black 1s 
as much a yogue as velvet. There 
are black frocks and wraps and 


hats and accessories, and nothing 
is smarter or as smart. Trimmings 
keep pace with fabrics, and the 
exotic embroideries and appliques. 
fur bandings, ostrich fronds, and 
all sorts of fine handwork are used 
to make more lovely the already 
exquisite materials. Never has 
there been such a perfect trinity 
on which to build a mode as now 
appears in the materials, colors and 
decorative treatments of fashion. 


The Silhouette Is A Problem 


There is no monotony in the 
silhouette, this season. And one 
cannot say that there is any one 
silhouette, either, for while one 
model shows a slim, straight line, 
another will be bloused above the 
waistline, utterly changing the ap- 
pearance of the silhouette. Both 
coats and dresses are included in 
this variety, and while it is quite 
all right to say that slim lines are 
desirable, they do not predominate 
over broken lines. , 

There are models that show the 
Princesse line and the period lines 
of the robe de style—these for eve- 
ning. There are surplice models 
that take a huge bow at one side of 
the hipline—it is known as the 
pannier bow. And there are bolero 
and capé lines, full-gathered skirts, 
and various interpretations of what 


ls known as the dolman line, If 


applied to coats. There are front 
drapes and swinging panels and 
uneven hem lines—there is. no ex- 
cuse for monotony in your’ ward- 
robe. 

The presence of width above the 
waistline !s a marked characteristic 
of the mode. The _ waistline *is 
marked im nearly every model, and 
this leads to belts, either separate 
or as a part of the dress, wide 
gypsy sashes, and many double belt 
treatments with nartow ribbon as 
a medium. It is difficult to men- 
tion a detail of fashion that has not 
been incorporated, somewhere into 


. this new .mode. -It would almost 


seem that the next step would have 
to be a process of elimination. 


Variety In Sleeves And Necklines 


If there were no evening mode, 
we would have to admit that the 
short sleeve was out of the fashion 
picture. But some frocks, worn 
after evening falls, show a brief 
sleeve, although the majority of the 
models are sleeveless. But sports, 
tailored and both semi-forma! and 
formal afternoon dresses wear 
sleevec, giving them a deal of at- 
tention when possible. We cannot 
expect a decorative sleeve in a 
tailored dress, but we can and do 
expect a most elaborate sleeve in 
our afternoon gowns.

HE: shades of wine, in vivid 

and softly glowing tones, are 

proving the color sensation of 
the reigning mode. Both youth 
and the matron are wearing them, 
and there is no doubt that lux- 
urious fabrics in some shade of 
thin “couleur -de vin,” as Paris 
names it, have a quickening in- 
fluence on both the frock and the 


coat mode. And it is the luxurious, 


materials that take this color best, 
richness of texture adding much to

so valuable a garment in the day- 
time wardrobe, carried out in wine 
broadcloth—a marvel of skilled 
tailoring. And crepe satin, revers- 
ing its weave to trim itself, makes 
an afternoon gown of. beauty. 
Georgette may be introduced into 
the sleeves of the crepe frock—and 
they, in turn, may show embroid- 
erles. 

Regal models are turned out 
when velvet is the fabric and go.% 
embroideries are the decoration. 
The ciaret and ruby wine tones are 
specially gorgeous, and result in 
‘frocks that are most flattering. 
Ribbons—grosgrain and moire—are 
very lovely on the wool weaves, and 


one little frock im wine toned moire 
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Which does not prevent one from 
selecting the line that is best for 
her particular figure. That is the 
splendid thing about a mode that 
permits many things—one can 
choose something individually be- 
coming and not feel out of style. 

And just to show the versatility 
of a really generous mode—there 
are many treatments of a treat- 
ment, so to speak. The bolero is 
interpreted very differently by dif- 
ferent designers, the cape of one 
frock does not resemble the cape 
on another except in name, and 
sleeves in.one mode] give an up- 
and-down impression, while in a 
second they are trimmed round and 
round. There is just the faintest 
whisper of increased length im 
skirts—-not much, but enough, let 
us hope, to effect the skirts of 
women who should take care! 

Effects Are Very Important 

With us, who do not have the 
task of achieving them, it is the 
finished effects that are important. 
And to choose the one that is, ap- 
parently, the only one for us, in- 
dividually, is the problem: From 
scores of models, many of them 
impossible for the woman who 
must watch her expenditures six 
have been chosen. Only the fav- 
ored few can select a coat or a

It is the model we are. interested 
in, rather than the material, for 
the time being.

Straight Lines Are Always Safest 

The fur coat chosen to exemplify 
the fur coat mode is developed in 
squirrel and wears a fox collar. 
Your first impression, if consider- 
ing such a coat for yourself, is the 
fact that it will be quite as much 
in the mode of 1927-8 as the mode 
of 1926-7, which is as it should be. 
Its simple lines will keep it in 
fashion as long as it lives, which 
will not be as long as if it were 
muskrat instead of squirrel. At

—fit your fur to your budget as 
well as the fashion of it.
